Farm And Home Show

The Coffee County Farm and 
Home Show held at ‘Taylor’s 
Warehouse in Elba last Tuesday

washers and play pens to grain 
drills and feed crushers.

The show was sponsored by 
the County Farm and Home 
demonstration agents in co- 
operation with the Alabama 
Extension Service and local 
merchants. Demonstrations, 
models, and exhibits were fur- 
nished by each of these groups 


with individual farmers, farm 
women, and 4-Hers contribut- 
ing generously to make the 


show successful. 

Outstanding features in the 
show included free moving pic- 
tures, cooking and ironing de- 
monstrations, model farms, 
Forestry and fire fighting ex- 
hibits, farming equipment, and 
home appliances.

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How To Control Leafspot 

Leafspot causes peanits to 
luse their leaves, This reduces 
the yield. Peanuts that have 
lust their leaves shed their pea- 
nuts in the soil very quickly. 
Lots of farmers in Coffee Coun- 
ty are losing peanuts every year 
because of leafspot, Here are 
the main things they have found 
out up to now: 

1. In addition to 
yield by controlling 
dusting peanuts prevents

The dust 
is applied at the rate of 30 lbs. 
per acre at 10 day to two week 
intervals. 

4, Runner peanuts have not

W. H. Gregory and W. A. Ruf- 
fin, extention livestock special- 
ist and entomologist, say that 
with everyone cooperating the 
job can be done. Better health 
and higher meat and milk pro- 
duction on farms will result. 
These steps rid farms and homes 
of flies and mosquitos: 

Spray inside all outbuildings 
with a mixture of one pound of 


59 per cent wettable DDT in 
215 gallons of water. To treat 
a few animals use this same 


mixture. For a large number of 
animals it is cheaper to use one 
pound of DDT in four gallons 
of water. 

Use DDT mixture on the home 
dairy cow by rubbing on the 
niaterial with a cloth or sack, 
A hand sprayer can ve used in 
spraying small herds of cattle 
and a few outbuildings. For 100 
or more cattle and large build- 
ings, use a power sprayer. 

Spray livestock three or four 
times during the summer and 
outbuildings once or twice. One 
gallon of spray will treat six or 
eight cows. The DDT will cost 
about three cents a spraying 
for each head. 

Control flies and mosquitos in 
the outbuildings and on the live- 
stock and there will be almost 
none around the house. For 
spraying screens and inside the 
home, use an emulsion that con- 
tains 25 per cent DDT. Mix one 
part of emulsion and four parts 
of water.

Mr. B. E. Harris of New Brock- 
ton seeded 25 acres of lespedeza 
sericea in the spring of 1946. 
He is now planning to give this 
an application of agricultural 
limestone within the next two 
weeks. The P&MA will assist 
him in doing this by paying 
$3.50 per ton on the cost of this 
material. When speaking of 
limestone, Mr. W. F. Baker, 
Treasurer of the Coffee County 
ACA, states Mr. J. A. Vines, 
vendor for limestone in Coffee 
County, will deliver and spread 
this material on any farm in 
this county for $6.60 per ton. 
The P&MA will pay $38.50 of 
this, leaving only $3.10 per ton 
to be paid by the farmer. If

Mr. W. F. Baker, treasurer of 
the Coffee County P&MA says as 
of May list, prior approval has 
been given on 932 farms _ to 
carry out, under the 1947 ACP 
Program, conservation practices 
in the amount of $71,531.91. Of 
this amount performance re- 
ports in the amount of $56,640.00 
have already been made. On 
the same date in 1946 prior ap- 
proval had been given for $30,- 
021.06 on 611 farms, Perfor- 
mance, in the amount of $24,- 
725.60 had been reported. 
Baker points out that the above 
figures conclusively indicate 
greater interest in the ACP pro- 
gram than in any previous year 
of its existence. This especially 
applies to terracing. Approxi- 
mately one and one-half million 
feet of approved terraces have 
been constructed since January, 
1947. Mr. W. E. Windham, a 
farmer in the Damascus com- 
munity, constructed ap- 
proximately 225,000 feet for his 
neighbors.

FACING NATIONAL PERILS 

LESSON TEXT—II Kings 19:5-7, 32-37; 
20;12-17 

MEMORY SELECTION — 
said the Lord God, the Holy 
Isracl; in returning and rest shall ye 
be saved; In quietness and in confidence 
shall be your strength,—Isalah 30:15,

Perilous times had come upon the 
southern part of the divided king- 
dom known as Judah, There had 
been a period of outward prosperity 
under King Uzziah, but the inward 
decay of the people made it an 
empty thing. 

Judah, like Israel, was on 
downward path which was to lead 
to ultimate captivity and Judgment. 
The occasional reign of good kings 
seemed to stem the tide a bit; in 
fact, the great king of whom we 
study today, Hezekiah, gave Judah 
a “fresh lease on life and enabled 
her to outlive her sister kingdom by 
nearly a century and a half.” 

Judah experienced a real revival 
of faith in God under Hezekiah (II 
Kings 18:4-6; II Chron, 29:31), The 
temple was cleansed, the priesthood 
renewed and reconsecrated, and the 
great feast of the Passover kept 
once more, This undoubtedly ex- 
plains the new life which came to 
Judah in an hour when the nation 
seemed about to disintegrate. 

I. The Enemy’s Threat (19:5, 6). 

For the background here one 
must read the previous chapter. 
Hezekiah, having tried to throw off 
the yoke of Assyria, had seen Sen- 
nacherib and his armies sweep over 
the land. Thinking to stop him and 
to save Jerusalem, he sent a great 
gift amounting in value to millions 
of dollars. The gift was accepted, 
and then Sennacherib treacherously 
seiged Jerusalem. 

Rabshakeh, Sennacherib's mes- 
senger to Hezekiah, not onl¥ threat- 
ened the nation, but blasphemously 
denied the power of God. Such was 
the awful situation Hezekiah faced 
as he went to the temple, and sent 
trusted servants to inquire of Isaiah 
what he ought to do. 

The response was prompt and 
definite, We may learn from this in- 
cident that in an hour of contusion 
and danger it is well to take time to 
find out what the Lord has to say 
about things, He knows what to do! 

Il. The Lord’s Answer (19:7, 32- 
37). 

God has only to blow on the 
mighty, blustering monarchs of this 
world and they come to their end, 
definitely and conclusively, The 
“blast’’ of the Lord (vy. 7) is enough 
te care for that! And remember, he 
is still ready to act on behalf of his 
people! 

On the plains of Philistia the 
mighty host of Assyria met the 
angel of the Lord, and they never 
awoke from their sleep. The loss of 
185,000 men sent Sennacherib home 
to Nineveh broken and fearful, and 
there he met his own violent death. 

How much we need the encour- 
agement of such an event as this in 
our own day when the mighty of 
this earth seem to speak so boldly 
and confidently against the name of 
the Lord. His children must often 
hear the blasphemous threats of un- 
believers and bear the burden of 
their scorn. 

Let us remember that we do 
serve a God who can with a glance 
of his eyes throw into confusion all 
the enemies of his mighty name. 
Let us be strong to fight the victori- 
ous battle in his name! 

Hezekiah knew the sweetness of 
victory as he trusted in the Lord. If 
we couttd only rest the matter there. 
3ut the weakness of the flesh comes 
to the fore as we see 

Il. The King’s Folly (20:12-17). 

Babylon, one of the great Gentile 
enemies of Assyria, wanted to cul- 
tivate the friendship of Hezekiah, so 
an embassy was sent to express joy 
at his recovery from a serious ill- 
ness. 

It was the Lord who had healed 
(see 20:1-11) in a miraculous 
way, but now Hezekiah did the fool- 
ish thing of trying to cultivate the 
help of men, 

To impress these possible allies 
from Babylon, he showed them all 
his wealth. He evidently wanted 
them to return to their ruler with a 
story of the might and glory of 
Judah. 

Poor Hezekiah! He only made a 
fool of himself, prepared the way 
for the ultimate taking of his pos- 
sessions and his people by the Baby- 
lonians. 

The lesson to be learned here is 
not only that boasting is folly (al- 
though that is always true), but 
also that it is the height of folly to 
put one’s trust in the arm of flesh, 

No matter how mighty the forces 
of this world may be, or how won- 
derful it might seem to have their 
favor toward the cause of the 
church, let us be clear that it is in 
God that we have our strength—and 
in him alone. 

The church (and individual Chris- 
tians too) has lost its testimony and 
its power in the community when- 
ever and wherever it has turned to 
the world for help or support, Re- 
membef the folly of Hezekiah, 
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Rinse Ice Cubes

GOES TO PEOPLE FOR AP- 
PROVAL ON AUGUST 26 


Montgomery - The State 


income tax for school teacher 
salaries, The proposal, already 
approved by the House, was 
passed by the Senate in a 34-0 
vote. 

The constitutional amendment 
now goes to the people of Ala- 
bama for approval in a special 
election for the purpose, 

Senator Bruce Henderson, Wil- 
cox County, had opposed the 
measure, terming it a step to- 
ward socialism, but the Senate

calling for the use of income 
tax revenues for teacher salar- 
ies, as adopted, and the other 
calling for only two years re- 
venue for this purpose, with fu- 
ture revenues going to reduce 
ad valorem taxes. 

The amendment will be  pre- 
sented to the voters in an elec- 
tion to be held on August 26. 
It. provides that the present sur- 
plus in income tax funds can be 
used for school buildings, after 
payment of the income tax 
bonds and the old carpet bag 
debt, while future revenues from 
this source will be devoted 
clusively to teachers’ salaries, af- 
ter providing for the $2,000 home 
stead tax exemption already in 
the income tax law.

Guard the healthful vitamin 
C found in vegetables from the 
home garden, says Mary Cole- 
man, API extension nutrition- 
ist. Here’s how: 

(1) Use vegetables immedi- 
ately after they are gathered, 
if possible. (2) Shell beans 
and peas just before cooking. 
(3) Store vegetables in cool, 
moist place. (4) When cooking, 
use small amount of water, add 
vegetables when water boils, 
cook only until tender, and 
serve immediately.

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Training Place for Sightless Is 
Making Progress. 


CHICAGO, — Chicago is well on its 
way to having the nation's largest 
work and training shop for the blind. 

With the purchase of a former 
war plant, officials of the Illinois 
Industries for the Blind, a non-profit 
organization, predicted their early 
leadership in this field. 

The new headquarters, a two-story 
structure, was built during the war. 
Its 45,000 square feet of floor space 
is double that of the present shop. 

Rapid progress of the four-year- 
old organization brought contracts 
from manufacturers which this year 
resulted in the production of goods 
valued at more than $750,000 at 
wholesale prices. ‘ 

Righty blind persons at pres- 
ent are working, learning and pro- 
ducing in the shop, The new quar- 
ters will provide space for 250 per- 
sons and accommodate many now 
on the waiting list, said Stanley C. 
Chadwick, chairman of the board, 

In an unorthodox approach to the 
types of work blind persons can do, 
executives for the industries have 


gone beyond the obvious occupa- 
tions, 
Sightless now operate drill and 


kick presses, riveting machines and 
lathes. They produce brooms 
mops, but main emphasis is placed 
on toys, 

Included in the toys manufactured 
this year were dolls, boats and 600,- 
000 helicopters. 

During the war the maritime com- 
mission twice gave the workers 
awards for outstanding production, 
This was in connection with con- 
tracts for sheets and pillow cases 
which aggregated millions of dol- 
lars, 

In the short period of its exist- 
ence, the organization ,has trained 
more than 800 workers, most of 
whom have obtained jobs in pri- 
vate industry. 


Elephants Paralyzed 
By Mystery Ailment 


LONDON,—Bertram Mills, who 
owns a circus, said that a mys- 
terious ailment had paralyzed the 
trunks of his six elephants. They 
can't feed themselves or curl 
their trunks up and outward in 
the elephant salute when the cir- 
cus band plays ‘'God Save the 
King."" 

The ailment was first observed 
two months ago in Kaphol, an 18- 
year-old star performer, She 
showed some improvement after 
six radiotherapy treatments, but 
still could not eat without help. 

Mills’ five other elephants— 
Manjuli, Hunguli, Batho, Lechne 
and Jennie — subsequently  suf- 
fered trunk paralysis. They also 
were given radiotherapy treat- 
ments and showed only slight 
improvement. 

Puzzled circus 
named the disease 


veterinarians 
“‘fibrositis,’” 
and said they hadn't the slightest 


idea what caused it. They said 
the idea of radiotherapy treat 
ments first occurred to Mills aft- 
er it had helped his sciatica. 


House Flies*eGiven Formal 


Execution; Seemed to Like It 


DETROIT.—Seven common house 
flies were executed formally in De- 
troit and seemed to like it, at the 
start. ! 

The flies—there were 10 of them 
but 3 got away—were flown in from 
Chicago, and spent the night in a 
downtown hotel, After a last break- 
fast of warm milk they were 
ready for the death chamber—a lit- 
tle paint-coated box. 

The paint was impregnated with 
DDT and this was its official test. 
It worked. For nearly 30 minutes 
the flies frisked about, but at the 
end of.an hour they were flat on 
their backs, feebly kicking their 
legs. 

The new paint is designed primar- 
ily for creamery and dairy barn use.

Boom in Divorces 
Sweeps U. S. in “46 


Crack Up in War Marriages Is 
Held Responsible. 


WASHINGTON, — A sampling of 
representative cities and  coun- 
tles across the nation showed most 
points reporting the highest number 
of divorces for 1946 in their history. 

Harried divorce judges worked 
overtime settling the postwar prob- 
lems of those who failed to recon- 
vert to peacetime matrimony. The 
judges themselves cited.a variety of 
reasons for the record number of 
divorces, but the most commonly 
mentioned was “hasty G.I. mar- 
riages,”’ 

At Atlanta, middle-aged Judge 
Bond Almand said there were ‘too 
many marriages where a man and 
woman meet, get drunk and marry 
the same day."’ At Miami, Judge 
Miles Lewis said cases involving 
wife-beating had increased. He 
blamed many divorces on ‘too 
much money.” 

At Boston, State Representative 
Edmond J. Donlan (Dem,) filed a 
bill in the Massachusetts legislature 
to abolish divorces in the state. 

In his inaugural address to the 
Rhode Island legislature, Gov, John 
O, Pastore cited an ‘alarming in- 
| crease’ in divorces and advocated 
| abolition of “divorce by deposi- 
| tion,” 

The divorce mecca of Reno re- 
ported a total of 11,000 divorces in 
1946, surpassing the previous rec- 
ord of 8,500 in 1945, The state as a 
whole reported a new record of 20,- 
000 compared with 14,500 the previ- 
ous year, 

District Judge William McKnight 
of Reno said that ‘‘as far as 1 can 
see we'll have an even bigger total 
in 1947,"" District Judge Anthony 
Maestretti of Reno blamed “inflated 
wartime economy as well as the 
war itself.” 

Other factors cited by the divorce 
judges wee the housing shortage 
and its c.amped living quarters, re-

Berlin’s School Enrollment 


Booms; Teaching Staff Short 

BERLIN. — Despite a decrease 
of one million in the city’s popula- 
tion, Berlin has a higher school] en- 
rollment than it had in 1938 and is 
attempting to handle it with less 
than half its prewar trained teach- 
ing staff. ‘ 

The school enrollment in this city 
of 3,000,000 now totals 450,617 chil- 
dren and youths. The 1938 enroll- 
ment was 431,836. The breakdown 
shows 305,452 in the public primary 
schools; 80,236 in vocational schools; 
42,901 in high schools; 15,609 in in- 
termediate schools, and 6,329 in spe- 
cial schools. 

The regular teaching staff has de- 
clined from approximately 14,000 to 
6,162. One of the biggest factors in 
this decline has been denazification, 
which threw many teachers out of 
their jobs.
